J. Mooney w er e booted out of th e 
North Side Turn er Ha l l y est erda y by 
the ma jority moder a t es. 
It took hour s of violent deba te a nd 
tr e m e n d ou s confusion, but resulted 
a t la st in a vote tha t no dele ga tes be 
a dmitted except those specifica lly in­ 
vited by the M ooney In ter na tiona l 
D e fe n se Lea gue. 
And tha t dropped from the list th e 
fifty Bolshev iki, I. W. W. a nd Socia l­ 
i s t w ho ha d mea nt to st a m ped e the 
m e etin g into ra dica l a ction.
